DETERRENCE 
AND 
GOVERNMENT’S DUTIES 
The b asic and necessary duties of gov ernment 
are only three in numb er; protection of the citizen 
against crim e; defense of the country against for­ 
eign inv asion; the legal settlement of personal 
disputes through the courts. 
Ev en when exercising these three powers, gov ­ 
ernment is still no more than a necessary ev il. 
If it were not for the criminal tendencies of some 
men and nations, and the lack of reason and re ­ 
spect for others which leads to disputes of all 
kinds, ev eryone could liv e in freedom and we 
wfould hav e no need of a gov ernment at all. We 
allow gov ernment its power only to av ert the 
greater ev il of unlimited and uncontrolled use of 
force b y indiv iduals. Gov ernment is often called 
“ a necessary ev il” b ecause it too often b ecomes 
the op p ressor of freedom rather than its protector. 
The one social and gov ernmental policy which 
enab les us to ob tain the goals of good gov ernment 
is deterrence. 
Let’s look at this in regard to crime and the 
administration of justice. 
Crime is no longer 
something v ery far away which only affects other 
people 
and 
merely 
produces good detectiv e 
stories. 
Crime is of growing personal concern 
to almost ev ery American. Crime has increased 
nearly 40% in America since 19 57. 
There is a 
crim e of v iolence1 ev ery three minutes, and prop­ 
erty crim es occur ev ery fewr seconds. 
It is a fact (which ought to get a lot more atten­ 
tion from thoughtful people than it does) that the 
rise in the crim e rate b egan when b ig gov ernment 
estab lished itself on the American scene. 
The reason seems to b e that as gov ernment 
takes on more and more job s that are neither 
necessary nor right it b ecomes less and less 
efficient at the one job it must do: keeping order 
in the land. If gov ernment officials, prosecutors, 
and judges w'orry constantly ab out the social 
w'elfare of ev ery one, including criminals, the 
enforcement of the law w'ill surely suffer. When 
gov ernment gets into the b usiness of shaping 
men’s liv es as well as protecting them, it b e­ 
comes too much concerned with the criminal 
himself and what ought to b e done ab out him — 
and too little concerned ab out the v ictims of 
crim e. 
For a long time the theory that pov erty causes 
crim e wras v ery popular, and it is still proclaimed 
today — though the ev idence disprov ing it has now 
b ecome so ov erwhelming that ev en its strongest 
adv ocates are in retreat. 
This theory held that 
the b est way to prev ent crim e was to do away 
with pov erty, b uild new housing projects and 
b etter schools. 
Howev er, many of the most v icious and sense­ 
less crim es of recent years hav e b een committed 
b y those who seemed to “ hav e ev erything” and 
who needed nothing that any welfare project 
could giv e them. 
And the social planners also 
found that their new housing projects and schools 
b ecame “ mug alleys” and “ b lackb oard jungles” 
b ecause of rampant crime which their efforts 
could no longer hope to stop. 
The social welfare approach has not prev ented 
crim e, so what will? If we look at human nature 
with ou t rose-colored glasses, we see there is 
ju st one answer: deterrence. If the price a would- 
b e crimin al will pay for his crime is greater than 
h is desp eration or the “ thrill, kicks or loot” he 
will receive, he will b e less likely to commit 
th at crime. 


This sort of deterrence can b e prov ided only b y 
gov ernment through hard-hitting law enforcement 
and stern judges. 
It has nothing to do with pun­ 
ishment for punishment’s sake, as its wooly- 
minded critics so often charge: it is punishment 
for prev ention’s sake. Some may feel sorrow or 
pity for the criminal who is punished; b ut ev ery­ 
one should sympathize with his v ictim. 
We ought to giv e full support to stronger crime 
prev ention, and encourage those who are activ ely 
working toward it. 
The same principle of deterrence which should 
guide the ideal gov ernment in prev enting crimes 
is just as necessary in prev enting inv asion and 
war. 
Nob ody needs to b e told today that prev en­ 
tion of war, and not simply winning it after it 
starts, is and must Ik* our goal 
Wars in recent 
history hav e resulted from an aggressor’s m is­ 
calculation of a fret1 country’s willingness to 
fight. 
Historical ev idence on this point is now 
conclusiv e: 
Hitler’s own generals were ready 
to ov erthrow him if the British and French had 
fought instead of appeasing him at Munich; the 
Japanese would not hav e attacked Pearl Harb or if 
they b eliev ed America would carry the war to 
their homeland; the communists would nev er hav e 
inv aded South Korea if they had known that (de­ 
spite official statements to the contrary) Amer­ 
ican armed forces would interv ene. 
All the peace we hav e had -- limited and unsat­ 
isfactory though it has b een -- since the Second 
World War has b een the product and result of our 
]xylicy of military deterrence. 
Incredib le and 
disastrous errors b y our State Department in its 
conduct of foreign policy hav e not b rought ulti­ 
mate disaster, b ecause the firm shield of mili­ 
tary deterrence sav ed us from the consequences 
of our official folly. 
Deterrence works among nations for the same 
reason that it works in our own community: no 
sane man or national leader w ill use force against 
another man or nation unless he thinks he can get 
away w ith it. 
Howev er much the Kremlin lead­ 
ers might want to conquer, for example, West 
Germany, they are not going to do it if it means 
that American nuclear I jo mb s will fall on Mos­ 
cow' and Leningrad. 
Howev er much a gang of 
juv enile criminals might think they would enjoy 
b eating up a prosperous-looking man and taking 
his wallet, they are not going to do it if they 
truly fear incarceration and pub lic humiliation. 
A gov ernment committed to stern enforcement 
of the laws against crim e and to a resolv e to meet 
ev ery foreign attack with counterattack, is the 
gov ernment b est equipped to sav e its people from 
almost all of the dark and ancient ev ils of physical 
v iolence. It is the gov ernment which can guaran­ 
tee the most defenseless woman or child full safe­ 
ty and freedom to walk in any street or park; the 
gov ernment which can insure peace b y making war 
unthinkab le for any amb itious tyrant in a foreign 
land; the gov ernment which can giv e its citizens 
solid assurance that almost ev ery man will keep 
his contracts, pay his just deb ts and deal fairly 
and honestly with lb s fellow-men. 
Gov ernment is our creation. 
If it has taken a 
wrong turn, only we the American people can set 
it right again. We can accomplish this b y think­ 
ing through and explaining to others the sound 
p rincip les upon which gov ernment must operate.

DETERRENCE 
AND 
GOVERNMENT’S DUTIES 
The basic and necessary duties of government 
are only three in number; protection of the citizen 
against crime; defense of the country against for­ 
eign invasion; the legal settlement of personal 
disputes through the courts. 
Even when exercising these three powers, gov­ 
ernment is still no more than a necessary evil. 
lf it were not for the criminal tendencies of some 
men and nations, and the lack of reason and re­ 
spect for others which leads to disputes of all 
everyone could live in freedom and we 
have no need of a government at all. We 
government its power only to avert the 
greater evil of unlimited and uncontrolled use of 
force by individuals. Government is often called 
“ a necessary evil” because it too often becomes 
the oppressor of freedom rather than its protector. 
The one social and governmental policy which 
enables us to obtain the goals of good government 
is deterrence. 
this in regard to crime and the 
of justice. 
Crime is no longer 
far away which only affects other 
people 
and 
merely 
produces good detective 
stories. 
Crime is of growing personal concern 
to almost every American. Crime has increased 
nearly 40 ; in America since 1957. 
There is a 
crim e of violence every three minutes, and pi op— 
erty crim es occur every few seconds. 
It is a fact (which ought to get a lot more atten­ 
tion from thoughtful people than it does) that the 
rise in the crime rate began w h en big government 
established itself on the American scene. 
The reason seem s to be that as government 
takes on more and more jobs that are neither 
necessary nor right it becomes less and less 
efficient at the one job it must do: keeping order 
in the land, lf government officials, prosecutors, 
and 
judges worry constantly about the social 
welfare of every one, including criminals, the 
enforcement of the law' will surely suffer. When 
government gets into the business of shaping 
m en’s lives as well as protecting them, it be­ 
com es too much concerned with the criminal 
him self and what ought to be done about him -- 
and too little concerned about the victims of 
crim e. 
For a long time the theory that poverty causes 
crim e was very popular, and it is still proclaimed 
tocjay 
though the evidence disproving it has now 
become so overwhelming that even its strongest 
advocates are in retreat. 
This theory held that 
the best way to prevent crime was to do away 
with poverty, build new housing projects and 
better schools. 
However, many of the most vicious and sense­ 
less crim es of recent years have been committed 
by those who seemed to “ have everything” and 
who 
needed nothing that any welfare project 
could give them. 
And the social planners also 
found that their new housing projects and schools 
became “ meg alleys” and “ blackboard jungles” 
because of rampant crime which their efforts 
could no longer hope to stop. 
The social welfare approach has not prevented 
crim e, so what will? If we look at human nature 
without rose-colored glasses, we see there is 
just one answer: deterrence. If the price a would- 
be criminal will pay for his crime is greater than 
his desperation or the “ thrill, kicks or loot” he 
will receive, he will be less likely to commit 
that crim e. 


to overthrow him if the British and French had 
fought instead of appeasing him at Munich; the 
Japanese would not have attacked Pearl Harbor if 
they believed America would carry the war to 
their homeland; tile communists would never have 
invaded South Korea ii they had known that (de­ 
spite official statements to the contrary) Amer­ 
ican armed forces would intervene. 
All the peace we have had -- limited and unsat­ 
isfactory though it has been - - since the Second 
World War has been the product and result of our 
policy of military deterrence. 
Incredible and 
disastrous errors bv our State Department in its 
conduct of foreign policy have not brought ulti­ 
mate disaster, because tile firm shield of mili­ 
tary deterrence saved us from tile consequences 
of our official folly. 
Deterrence works among nations for the same 
reason that it works in our own community: no 
sane man or national leader w ill use force against 
another man or nation unless he' thinks he can get 
away with it. 
However much tin' Kremlin lead­ 
ers might want to conquer, for example, West 
Germany, they art' not going to do it if it means 
that American nuc lear bombs will fall on Mos­ 
cow' and Leningrad. 
However much a gang of 
juvenile criminals might think they would enjoy 
beating up a prosperous-looking man and taking 
his wallet, they are not going to do it if they 
truly fear incarceration and public humiliation. 
A government committed to stern enforcement 
of the laws against crime and to a resolve to meet 
every foreign attack with counterattack, is the 
government best equipped to save its people from 
almost all of the dark and ancient evils of physical 
violence. It is the government which can guaran­ 
tee the' most defenseless woman or child full safe­ 
ty and freedom to walk in any street or park; the 
government which can insure peace by making war 
unthinkable for any ambitious tyrant in a foreign 
land; the' government which can give its citizens 
sedid assurance that almost every man will keep 
his contracts, pay his ju s t debts anet deal fairly 
and honestly with his fellow-men. 
Government is our creation.

SPELLING TAUGHT 
BY COMPUTER 
A new program to teach sixth- 
grad ers spelling using com puter- 
assisted instruction is being giv­ 
en a trial run by the Pennsylvania 
State University’s Center for Co­ 
operative Research with Schools 
and the state College Area School 
D istrict. 
The computer, which resem bles 
a typew riter keyboard, has an a t­ 
tached tape recorder and viewing 
screen. 
When the tape instructs 
the child to spell a word, the com­ 
puter types out the letters which 
the child has spelled correctly, 
leaving a blank space at the e r ­ 
ro r. The process continues until 
the word is spelled correctly. 
If the 
child dem onstrates he 
knows most of the words on the

Siege of 
KheSanh 
Lifts 
SAIGON (AP) - The siege of 
Khe Sanh was lifted today, U.S. 
officers said, but spearheads of 
a big relief force less than a 
mile away made no attempt to 
enter the Marine combat base. 
The 6,000 Marines at 
Khe 
Sanh were still under fire from 
Norte Vietnamese gunners, who 
pounded tee base in the north­ 
west corner of Vietnam witL IOO 
rounds. This was one reason for 
keeping any of the relief forces 
out of Khe Sanh. 
And members of the garrison 
sallied out two miles for the 
first time since the siege began 
nearly three months ago and 
beat back an 
attack by

North Vietnamese with heavy 
losses. 
With the North Vietnamese 
force around Khe Sanh base — 
once estimated at 20,0C0— re­ 
duced to about 7,000 by official 
estimate, the possibility of a 
big, decisive battle went glim­ 
mering.

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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
THE BUD 
Through the turning year nature offers its won­ 
ders to those with hearts that respond to the good­ 
ness and glory of the natural world. When spring’s 
climbing sun and warming air bring the first 
strands of green on southern slopes and along the 
meadow creeks the buds begin to swell rapidly. 
We take many of life’s miracles for granted. 
Many think that the buds on branch and bough grow 
in the spring.

DETERRENCE 
AND 
GOVERNMENT’S DUTIES 
The basic and necessary duties of government 
are only three in number; protection of the citizen 
against crime; defense of the country against for­ 
eign invasion; the legal settlement of personal 
disputes through the courts. 
Even when exercising these three powers, gov­ 
ernment is still no more than a necessary evil. 
lf it were not for the criminal tendencies of some 
men and nations, and the lack of reason and re­ 
spect for others which leads to disputes of all 
kinds, everyone could live in freedom and we 
w'ould have no need of a government at all. We 
allow government its power only to avert the 
greater evil of unlimited and uncontrolled use of 
force by individuals. Government is often called 
“ a necessary evil” because it too often becomes 
the oppressor of freedom rather than its protector. 
The one social and governmental policy which 
enables us to obtain the goals of good government 
is deterrence. 
Let’s look at this in regard to crime and the 
administration of justice. 
Crime is no longer 
something very far away which only affects other 
people 
and 
merely 
produces good detective 
stories. 
Crime is of growing personal concern 
to almost every American. Crime has increased 
nearly 40^ in America since 1957. 
There is a 
crim e of violence every three minutes, and prop­ 
erty crim es occur every few seconds. 
It is a fact (which ought to gc»t a lot more atten­ 
tion from thoughtful people than it does) that the 
rise in the crime rate began when big government 
established itself on the American scene. 
The reason seems to be that as government 
takes on more and more jobs that are neither 
necessary nor right it becomes less and less 
efficient at the one job it must do; keeping order 
in the land. If government officials, prosecutors, 
and judges worry constantly about the social 
welfare of every one, including criminals, the 
enforcement of the law will surely suffer. When 
government gets into the business of shaping 
men’s lives as well as protecting them, it be­ 
com es too much concerned with the criminal 
him self and what ought to be* done about him -- 
and too little concerned about the victims of 
crim e. 
For a long time the theory that poverty causes 
crim e was very popular, and it is still proclaimed 
today - - though the evidence disproving it has now 
become so overwhelming that even its strongest 
advocates are in retreat. 
This theory held that 
the best way to prevent crime was to do away 
with poverty, build new housing projects and 
better schools. 
However, many of the most vicious and sense­ 
less crim es of recent years have been committed 
by those who seemed to “ have everything” and 
who needed nothing that any welfare project 
could give them. 
And the social planners also 
found that their new housing projects and schools 
became “ mug alleys” and “ blackboard jungles” 
because of rampant crime which their efforts 
could no longer hope to stop. 
The social welfare approach has not prevented 
crim e, so what will? If we look at human nature 
without rose-colored glasses, we see there is 
just one answer: deterrence. If the price a would- 
be criminal will pay for his crime is greater than 
his desperation or the “thrill, kicks or loot” he 
will receive, he will be less likely to commit 
that crim e. 


This sort of deterrence can be provided only by 
government through hard-hitting law enforcement 
and stern judges. 
It has nothing to do with pun­ 
ishment for punishment’s sake, as its wooly- 
minded critics so often charge: it is punishment 
for prevention’s sake. Some may feel sorrow or 
pity for the criminal who is punished; but every­ 
one should sympathize with his victim. 
We ought to give full support to stronger crime 
prevention, and encourage those who are actively 
working toward it. 
The same principle of deterrence which should 
guide the ideal government in preventing crim es 
is just as necessary in preventing invasion and 
war. 
Nobody needs to be told today that preven­ 
tion of war, and not simply winning it after it 
starts, is and must be our goal. Wars in recent 
history have resulted from an aggressor’s m is­ 
calculation of a free country’s willingness to 
fight. 
Historical evidence on this point is now 
conclusive: 
Hitler’s own generals were ready 
to overthrow him if the British and French had 
fought instead of appeasing him at Munich; the 
Japanese would not have attacked Pearl Harbor if 
they believed America would carry the war to 
their homeland; the communists would never have 
invaded South Korea if they had known that (de­ 
spite official statements to the contrary) Amer­ 
ican armed forces would intervene. 
All the peace we have hat! -- limited and unsat­ 
isfactory though it has been — since the Second 
World War has been the product and result of our 
policy of military deterrence. 
Incredible and 
disastrous errors by our State Department in its 
conduct of foreign policy have not brought ulti­ 
mate disaster, because the firm shield of mili­ 
tary deterrence saved us from the consequences 
of our official folly. 
Deterrence works among nations for the same 
reason that it works in our own community: no 
sane man or national leader will use force against 
another man or nation unless he thinks he can get 
away with it. 
However much the Kremlin lead­ 
ers might want to conquer, for example, West 
Germany, they are not going to do it if it means 
that American nuclear l>ombs will fall on Mos­ 
cow' and Leningrad. 
However much a gang of 
juvenile criminals might think they would enjoy 
beating up a prosperous-looking man and taking 
his wallet, they are not going to do it if they 
truly fear incarceration and public humiliation. 
A government committed to stern enforcement 
of the laws against crime and to a resolve to meet 
every foreign attack with counterattack, is the 
government best equipped to save its people from 
almost all of the dark and ancient evils of physical 
violence. It is the government which can guaran­ 
tee the most defenseless woman or child full safe­ 
ty and freedom to walk in any street or park; the 
government which can insure peace by making war 
unthinkable for any ambitious tyrant in a foreign 
land; the government which can give its citizens 
solid assurance that almost every man will keep 
his contracts, pay his just debts and deal fairly 
and honestly with his fellow-men. 
Government is our creation, 
lf it has taken a 
wrong turn, only we the American people can set 
it right again. We can accomplish this by think­ 
ing through and explaining to others the sound 
principles upon which government must operate.
